It establishes a nice 
balance of resources, and marshals them 
all for the pursuit of the supreme common 
purpose. The American Navy is rapidly 
being put upon an effective war footing. 
The American Army is to be expanded and 
equipped to the scale of modern warfare. 
Mr. Wilson recognises, however, that these 
are simply parts, and not the most impor- 
tant parts, of his cofintry’s task. It has 
other things to do “without which mere 
fighting would be fruitless.” In his recruit- 
ing for the fighting services he will avoid 
our blunder of draining men from agricul- 
ture and essential industries. He lays the 
greatest emphasis of all upon the food 
supply. “ We must supply abundant food 
not only for ourselves and our armies and 
our seamen, but also for a large part of 
the nations with whom we have now made 
common cause. . , Without abundant 
food, alike for the armies and the peoples 
now at war, the whole great enterprise 
upon which we have engaged would break 
down and fail.” To the farmers of America, 
therefore, upon whom “ in a large measure 
rests the fate of nations,” and especially 
to the southern farmers who would find 
cotton-planting much more profitable than 
food-growing, he makes an urgent appeal. 
He reinforces it with a positive assurance

This would be an absolute surrender to men 
who have done nothing to help and everything 
to hinder the prosecution of the war, declares 
the Marning Post. It eannot be too often said 
thaí, Mr. Redmond’s own efforts to stimulate re- 
cruiting in Ireland have had the active support 
of not more than a dozen of his followers. If 
the Nationalists embark on obstruction, the 
Ministerial duty is clear. One-tenth of the 
House must not be allowed to lord it over the 
rest, even though that tenth has been for years 
spoiled and petted by successive Governments. 

Touching vo-day’s meeting of Parliament, the 
Daily Telegraph says—Mr. Duke finds himself 
between two difficulties. On the one hand he 
must remove from the minds of the Nationalists 
all fear of permanent partition; on the other, 
he must leave unimpaired the territorial 
arrangements which were accepted by Ulster 
a year ago.

Controller takes over all barley, other 
home grown, whith has not been kiln 
dried, Owners of barley are required to main- 
tain it im good condition, and on or before the 
30th April to forward to the Food Controller 
particulars of their holdings. The Food Con- 
troller will subsequently communicate the 

rices he is prepared to pay for them, and, in 
default of agreement, the Lord Chief Justice of 

England will act as arbitrator to determine the 
amount of compensation payable for requis 
tioned stocks. The Order does not apply to 
persons owning not more than £5 quarters, or to 
barley in the hands of millers, cor which has 
been sold to the Wheat Commission. 

The second Order fixed maximum prices for 
home-grown wheat, barley, other than kiln df ied, 
and oats. They are—Wheat, 78s. per quarter 
of 480ths.; barley, 658. per quarter of 400ibs. ; 
Oats, 56s, Ler quarter of 312ibs. 

Regarding existing contracts, the Order pro- 
vides that they shall stand, so far as concerns 
any grain paid for or delivered, or which is for 
delivery within a month of the contract, but 
that otherwise contracts will be invalid. The 
buyer is to be entitled to require the grain to 
be ‘placed on rail or, at the option of the 
seller, to be delivered at the buyer's premises, 
and no additional charge may be in re 
spect thereof. No person shall sell or buy, or 
offer to sell or buy, at prices exceeding the 
meximum, or enter into any fictitious or arti- 
feial transaction, or make any unreasonable 
charge.
